Circa  19)0.  a  presentation  of  a  cross-section  of  the  American  arts  on 
the  eve  of  the  famous  Armory  Show  of  1913,  will   be  on  exhibit  at  the  Downtown 
Branch  of  the  Whitney  Museum  from    May  5  through  June  8,  1977.     Painting,  sculpture 
photography,  architecture,  decorative  arts,  music  and  film  from  the  era  will  be 
on  view.     The  exhibition  will  focus  on  these  art  forms  in  their  stylistic 
variations  in  an  attempt  to  recapture  some  of  the  alternatives  available  to 
American  artists  at  that  time.
